MacEvoy Company which was award- - 
ed the market contract at a meeting 
of the Board last week. Subsequent 
to the opening of the bids, Mr. MacEvoy 
the President of the concern discovered 
that in the haste of getting the bids 
and sub-bids together at the last 
minute that the final sheet of tabula- 
tion had been omitted, and that the 
bid instead of being $707,814, should 
have been $826,013. The mistake 
which was made in the omission of 
that last page. amounts to $118.199. 
Mr. MacEvoy endeavored immediately 
to communicate --with ‘Commissioner 
Gillen, and as soon as he reached him 
apprised him of the mistake and asked 


to be relieved of the bid, and I am 
appearing for the Company this morn- 
ing to make the same application. The 
facts are that the bid was prepared 
under Mr. MacEvoy's direction, and 
due to conditions in his family, he 
was under tremendous mental strain 
for the last three months, and the er- 
ror which arose was due to the fact 
that he did not discover that this last 
page was missing. I now make this 
applieation formally to the Board of 
Commissioners to be relieved from the 
bid or to be permitted to file a cor- 
rected bid. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I feel in 


the absence of Commissioner Gillen we 


should not take any action in this mat- 
ter, but we can make note of Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s remarks, and I move that 
the matter be referred to Commis- 
sioner Gillen.

Mrs. Goodwin 
man then presented and described an 
jlluminated military biography which 
would contain the photograph, name 
and record of the soldier or sailor 
from the time he enlisted to the time 
of his discharge, and would be some- 
thing that would go down to posterity. 


Mrs. Goodwin stated there were 
thirty-two States organized in this un- 
dertaking and that it would provide 
work for the unemployed ex-service 
men. 


Mayor Archibald:—We will take the 
matter under consideration and see 
what we can do with it.

Honorable Sir:— 


For the past few years an annual 
inspection of public markets has been 
arranged by this Bureau and a num- 
ber of municipalities have sent rep- 
resentatives to gain information at 
first hand on the details of organiz- 
ing and maintaining those institutions. 
This trip has been arranged this year 
to begin at Trenton on Friday even- 
ing, September’ 9, when the party will 
leave The Trenton House at seven 
o’clock, daylight-saving time. The 
farmer’s retail. market will be visited 
that evening and the wholesale mar- 
ket in Trenton the following morn- 
ing. We will leave Trenton Saturday 
morning, on the 4:57 train, standard 
time, arriving in Jersey City, Ex- . 
change Place, 6:26, standard time. The 
Jersey City Chamber of Commerce 
will meet us there with automobiles 
and show us two or three of the five 
retail farmers’ markets in that City 
which the Chamber has established. 
We will leave Jersey City, Exchange 
Place, at 7:21, arriving in Elizabeth 
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7:52, and visit the farmers! publie 
market there. We will leave Eliza- 
beth at 8:46, arriving in Perth Amboy 
at 9:09, standard time. The party will 
disband after going through the far- 
mers’ market there. 


It is the hope of this Bureau that 
а large number of municipalities in 
the State will take advantage of this 
trip. The markets wil be at their 
very best. In considering this sub- 
ject may we call your attention briefly 
to the following points: 


First, New Jersey, while essentially 
an industrial State, is frequently 
spoken of as the “Garden State of 
the Union.” It combines a great met- 
ropolitan area with a wonderful agri- 
cultural territory producing great 
.quantities of fruits and vegetables of 
the most perishable nature. 


Second, an appalling proportion of 
these products are wasted and spoiled 
without ever reaching a consuming 
market. A need for additional dis- 
tribution facilities for these perishable 
products under these peculiar condi- 
tions has long been recognized. Such 
bodies, as the Jersey City Chamber 
of Commerce and the Trenton Cham- 
ber of Commerce, representing organ- 
ized consumers that have given this 
Subject attention, give the very 
strongest kind of support to the sort 
of publie markets which will be visited 
on the inspection trip September 9 

and 10. 


Third, the kind of public market 
which this Bureau recommends for 
cities of the state under our modern 
conditions are self-supporting,  out- 
door, summer markets containing very 
modest expenditures on the part of 
the cities, but affording a truly. есо- 
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nomic means of getting fresh products 
into the hands of the city housewives 
at the lowest possible costs. 


If you will let us know any decision 
you may come to in going on this 
trip, we will be better enabled to make 
suitable arrangements.

Mr. William C. Hurley, 784 Broad 
Street, Newark:—I represent the But- 
terworth-Judson Corporation, The Sun 
Company, and George A. MacIntosh 
and also voice the sentiments of the 
Texaco Company, which is represented 
here by Mr. Sehubert, who will not 
address the Board. 


Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, I have 
made a careful study of the assess- 
ment for the paving of Doremus Ave- 
nue, which has been done іп a tempo- 
rary manner with granite block on a 
cinder foundation. This seems to be 
the secend episode in the improvement 
of Doremus Avenue. A short. time 
ago we paid a very large .assess- 


ment on this street for the grading 
thereof and we are now called upon 
to pay a further assessment for the 
paving. We have no cbjections to 
paying assessments for s; ything, pro- 
vided we feel the amount charged is 
fair under the circumstances. 


In the first instance, I wish to call 
the attention of the Board to the fact 
that the improvement of  Doremus 
Avenue beyond the manufacturing 
zone, which winds around the Central 
Railroad was practically a war meas- 
ure and in the opinion of those on the 
ground, it should have been largely 
borne by the City at large. As I un- 
derstand it, the purpose of the En- 
gineering Departmert of the City is 
to establish Doremus Avenue as a 
thoroughfare connection with Lincoln 
Avenue and ultimately with Freling- 
huysen Avenue going to Elizabeth. 
Another point which makes it a cost 
which should be borne largely by the 
city. Ihave analyzed the figures leading 
up to this assessment and I find this 
to be the case. The ordinance as orig- 
inally advertised called for the pav- 
ing of Doremus Avenue. The report 
of the cost thereof submitted to this 
Board by the Engineering Depart- 
ment and by the Board of Assessment 
show that the paving of that street 
cost only $72,000 and the extras $198,- 
000, making an increase above pav- 
ing $122,000. In those figures I find 
89.500 yards of fill placed in that 
street, although we had just paid a 
large assessment for grading and fill- 
ing of that street. To my way of 
thinking that fill should not be borne 
by the property owners located at 
the most northerly end of Doremus 
Avenue. The fill was very largely 
placed, I am informed at the point 
where there is a high grade running 
over the railroad yards. As your 
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Board understands, an assessment on 
a pieee of property cannot exceed the 
amount of the actual improvement or 
ineretion in the valuation of the prop- 
erty by reason of the improvement. 
and I cannot conceive how the prop. 
erty at the most northerly end of Do- 
remus Avenue has benefited by the 
fill running to the bridges over these 
tracks at the southerly end of the 
street. 


In addition to that I find a great 
deal of curb placed on that street. This 
curb is not placed in front of my cli- 
ents’ property, but placed to sustain 
a new roadway on the new part or 
lower end of this street where fills 
are made to cross railroad yards and 
other obstructions. Take the cost of 
paving per lineal foot in front of our 
property. I have made an analysis, 
The analysis is very simple and can 
be performed by anyone. The cost 
of paving as now laid in Doremus 
Avenue is $1.60 per square yard. The 


roadway is 30 feet wide, so that the . 


number of yards for each foot is 3% 
yards; total cost per running foot of 
street is $5.86 and divided between 
the property owners on each side of 
the street, the total cost of paving 
would be $2.93 per running foot, and 
I feel the assessment should not ex- 
ceed that. 


Another point I wish to call your 
attention to is that this is merely a 
temporary pavement. This street for 
its greater length, especially at the 
southern end is new fill and for many 
years hence the street will continue 
to sink ard because of this a perma- 
nent pavement could not be 
placed thereon. I have seen these 
roads on meadow lands forty years 


old still continue to sink. The posi- ` 


tion we are placed in when it comes 
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to à point when more permanent pave- 
ment is considered there, we will 
again be called upon to pay an assess- 
ment for the permanent improvement 
of this street. This is merely tent- 
porary; the blocks are laid on a cin- 
der foundation. 


As I have stated before, we paid in 
this vicinity a very large payment 
for grading and paving this street, 
which amounted almost to confiseation. 
The cost upon the various property 
owners on the large frontage which 
they have is tremendous. 


Mr. W. R. Willgus, representing the 
Balbach Smelting & Refining Co., and 
Mr. Shelton Pitney, representing the 
Federal Real Estate Company, ap- 
peared before the Board and corcur- 
red in the sentiments expressed by 
Mr. Hurley and entered similar ob- 
jections to the amount of the assess- 
ment. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I realize 
in this case there are unusual condi- 


tions existing, conditions which ex- 
isted during the war. Some of these 
improvements were not made for you, 
but National conditions required it. 
Mr. Hurley what would you be willing 
to pay? 


Mr. Hurley:—I feel if the City 
stood 75% instead of 66% and levied 
25% on us, I think it would be per- 
fectly fair. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I do not 
want to dictate to the Assessment 
Commission who I am satisfied have 
done their conscientous duty, but I will 


move to refer the matter back for re- 
consideration.

Mr. W. R. Willgus, representing 
the Balbach Smelting & Refining 
Company:—This is another matter 
which is even of greater importance 
than the Doremus avenue paving. 
There was such pressure brought to 
bear by the Government and firms 
moving stuff down there that 
the pavement was laid. The next 
report, the paving of Wilson ave- 
nue from about 600 feet south of 
Hyatt avenue to Newark Bay should 
be considered under the same argu- 
ment, and I think the two should be 
considered as one. 


' There is absolutely no use for the 
paving of Wilson avenue from Dore- 
mus avenue to the Bay, nearly a half 
a mile or more, and it will be of no 
benefit except to one little boat house. 
The Balbach Company the only other 
owrer outside of the Passaic Valley 
Sewer Commission have absolutely no 
use for it. As a matter of fact we do 
not use Doremus avenue, and would 
much rather use our own lane. 


Mr. Owen E. Fox, representing the 
Radel Leather Company:—We feel 
this assessment we are asked to bear 
is rather large in consideration of the 
fact that when we located there we 
had to build our own road and we 
spent thousands of dollars. 


Mr A L. Hatfield, representing the 
Heller-Merz Company also appeared 
before the board and objected to the 
amount of the assessments. 


. Mr. Shelton Pitney, representing the 

Federal Real Estate Company also 
appeared and entered objection to the 
amount of the assessment.

Mr. Vanderbilt:—I would like to 
call Mr. MacEvoy first. 


Mayor Archibald:—You may pro- 
ceed. 


Mr. Vanderbilt:—Do you want to 
have Mr. MacEvoy sworn? 


Mayor Archibald:—The Commis- 
sioners do not think so. 


Q. And who worked with you on the 
preparation of that bid? A. Mr. Wal- 
lace Hooper who is the secretary of 
our company. 


Q. How long has he been associ- 
ated with you in business? A. For 
about four or five years. 


Q. When was the making up of the 
bid completed? A. Well, it was ten- 
tatively completed on the Saturday be- 
fore the opening. It was taken home 
be me on Saturday to give the last: 
going over on Sunday. Monday was 
the 29th, I think, and it was com- 
pleted on the 27th. 


Q. You will describe to the Com- 
missioners the method which you 
used in preparing your bid? A. Well, 
during the three weeks that the bid 
was in the course of preparation we 
took off the plans ourselves all of the 
items of concrete and masonry. Those 
were taken off on yellow sheets and 
were assembled through bids, through 
sub contractors, all of the other items 
embraced in. the general construction. 


' The last minute, on Saturday, there 


Clifford F. MacEvoy, being called, 


testifies as follows: 


By Mr. Vanderbilt:— 


. Q. Mr. MacEvoy, you are the presi- 
dent of the Clifford F. MacEvoy Com- 
pany? A. Yes sir. 


Q. How long have you been in the 
cement concrete business? A. Since 
1903. I incorporated my company for 
myself in 1906, but I have been in 
it since 1908. 


Q. When did you start to prepare 
your bid on the city market? A. The 
day after the bids were advertised— 
the day after the advertisement ap- 
peared in the paper. 
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was made summary sheets condensing 
the whole, and these sheets were made 
by Mr. Hooper, and after he had made 
them he called off the items and I 
checked them on the sheets. 


Q. Wil you just produce the 
sheets? A. (Producing papers.) There 
are six sheets. 


Q. Of summary? A. Of summary, 
yes. 


Q. When Mr. Hooper handed these 
over to you to check how much of 
these sheets had been written up? A. 
The individual items had been put 
down, but there were no totals, no 
page totals. 


Q. In other words, the left-hand 
items on these six sheets and these 
dots to the right of the left-hand 
column figures were placed there by 


whom? A. They were placed there 
by me. 
©. Wien? A. As he called the 


items off on Saturday. 


. Q. When were those figures of totals 
in the outer columns put there? A. 
After I had satisfied myself that all 
of the items were ineorporated or had 
been put into these total sheets, and 
I handed them back to him and he 
then added them up. 


Q. That was on what day? A. That 
was on Saturday. 


Q. And you said something about 
taking the bid home over Sunday? 
A. Т felt then confident that every 
item that had been on our separate 
Sheets, all the items were accounted 
for on the separate sheets, and I 
don't recall, late on Saturday, whether 
he actually handed me the sheets or 
whether I picked them up after he had 
run his totals, but at any rate I took 
them home supposing that I had all 
the sheets. I went through here on 
Sunday and extended the items again 
and ran up the totals again to check 
against his totals in each case, and I 
found the total of $707,814 to be 
shown by his total. 


Q. In other words, that was taking 
а summary of all of the sheets ex- 


cept the last sheet which later turned 


out to be missing? A. Yes, sir. 


Q. The left-hand side of the fifth 
page of the summary, there are cer- 
tain three sets of figures which are 
erossed out. Who wrote those in? 
A. I did. 
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Q. When? A. I wrote them in on 
Sunday after going over the things 
and agreeing with the total. "These 
figures included ten per cent. as closely 
as I could estimate it. 


Q. The individual items? A. The 
individual items included ten per cent. 
which would represent overhead. I 
debated with myself and actually put 
down here another item of $70,000 
which would have made the bid $787,- 
000, intending putting ten per cent. 
on the bid, and after consideration, 
I figured that I would shoot it as 
close as I could. I would let my figure 
of $707,814 stand and wouldn't add 
an additional ten per cent., feeling that 
supervising the work ourselves and 
that our organization is all fellows 
who work, having a very small over- 
head, that we would be satisfied with 
the job at that price, and for additional 
profit we would depend upon the ten- 
deney of material to drop and an in- 
crease in the efficiency of men, so I 
let it go exactly as I figured, as I 
thought it represented every item that 
I had figured, taking off carefully, 


_and that it represented my judgment 


as the cost of the job, including the 
necessary overhead to do it. 


Q. I call your attention to the first 
page of the summary and ask you 
in whose handwriting that is in? A. 
That -is mine. 


Q. When was that sheet made up? 
A. That was made up on Sunday. 


Q. And how were these two colmuns 
of figures made up? А. So as to 
be positive that there was no slip 
up in his total of pages I jotted down 
the individual sub summaries in one 
way and checked on the $707,814, and 
then as an additional check I took my 
own page totals and got the same 
thing. 


Q. And both of these totals give 
you the same result as indicated on 


the fifth page of the summary? A. 


Yes, sir. 


Q. Was there anything about the 
order in which the different items were 
scheduled on that summary which led 
you to think that the fifth page was 
the last page of the bid? A. Yes, 
there was. As long as I have been 
estimating I have always, after tak- 
ing everything off, everything else 
on my concrete work, I have gone by 
my stairs list, and the last item on 
this page was concrete stairs amount- 
ing to $2,108, and I, having checked 
all of the items back onto these sheets— 
in fact, there was nothing in my mind 
at the time that would have made 
me think there was a sheet missing by 
the fact that the stairs, the list looked 
like the end of the story, and I 
thought it was. 


Q. Now, all these figures on these 
pages of summary are taken from 
what? А. They are taken from these 
five sheets. 


Q. No. All these items on pages 
2, and 3, and 4, and 5 and 6 of the 
summary are taken from what? A. 
As to the sub contract figures they are 
taken from bids, sub contract bids. 
As to the items of brick work and 
masonry and concrete, they are taken 
from a separate sheet, all those 
branches of the trade that have been 
worked up. 


Q. Are these sheets here the sepa- 
rate sheets from which those items 
are summarized on pages 2 to 6 of 
your summary? A. To a very large 
extent these sheets don’t include the 
sub contract figures which are here. 
We have estimates from the contrac- 
tors on that, but this includes the con- 
crete and mason work, and so forth. 
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Q. In other words, these other 
sheets which you have run items of the 
concrete shows up on this set of sum- 
mary sheets? A. Yes, sir. 


Q. And, in addition to that, the re- 
maining items are made up of bids 
which have come in from your sub 
contracts? A. Yes, sir. 


Q. When the bids were opened on 
Monday, the 29th, were you surprised, 
or was there any effect on your mind 
as to the difference between your bid 
and the other bids? A. Yes, naturally 
Iwas. I didn’t see how to account for 
that difference. I felt confident that 
we had everything in here because 
we had spent a good deal of time on 
the estimates and I had myself checked 
the items back to the pages, but I 
did go back to the office—it occurred 
to me at once that we might have 
left out a big sub contract item. І had 
had an engineer in New York take off 
the contract work and then checked it 
carefully myself so that I felt confi- 
dent there was nothing there. We 
checked within two or three per cent. 
We at once got out our sub figures 
to see if we had left any out. Un- 
fortunately, every sub figure was ac- 
counted for on the sheet. With that 
showing of them we were very much 
under the next bidder. Those were 
our figures and I had confidence in 
them. 


Q. When was this last sheet of sum- 
mary discovered, Mr. MacEvoy? A. 
It was discovered late in the after- 
noon, Thursday following the open- 
ing of the bids. 


Q. Who discovered it? А. Mr. 


Hoorer. 


Q. And under what circumstances? 
A. We have a large table, about half 
as big as this one, where we had laid 


out all of the sub contract figures, 
and he was gathering up those figures 
on Thursday to separate the different 
ones and file away, when he came 
across, among them, this last page. 


Q. And he called it to your atten- 
tion? A. Yes, he showed it to me. 


Q. What did you do then? A. After 
turning it over in my mind that night 
I concluded that the difference was 
so great that there wasn’t anything 
to do but to call it to Commissioner Gil- 
len's attention, and I tried to do that 
on Friday, but due to other engage- 
ments I was not able to reach him. 


Q. What time Friday did you try 
to reach him? А. The first thing 
Friday morning. 


Q. And the Commissioner was out 
of town? <A. І don't recall whether 
—no, he wasn't out of town; he was 
out of his office somewhere, and they 
expected him in. 


Q. Did you leave word with anyone 
in his office as to what had happened? 
A. Yes; Mr. John Gillen spoke to me 
about it, asked something about when 
we are going to get under way and I 
told him that we had just discovered 
that & sheet had been left out of our 
bid. | 


Q. That was the week before Labor 
Day? A. Yes. 


Q. Did you make any further ef- 
forts to get in touch with Commis- 
sioner Gillen over the week-end? A. 
Yes, 1 heard that he was at the shore, 
and I went down on Monday and told 
him about it. 


Q. Labor Day? A. Yes, sir; I went 
down an Sunday. 


Q. And reached him on Monday? 
A. Yes.

Q. And then on the following day 
you made application, Tuesday, to the 
Board, to be relieved from your bid? 
A. Yes. 


Q. Mr. MacEvoy, during the period 


‘that you were figuring on this bid 


was there anything which was dis- 
turbing you mentally, causing you any 
worriment? A. Well, I had been very 
much disturbed mentally for the last 


‘six months, yes. 


Q. Anything in particular during 
the period which you were working 
on this bid? A. Mrs. MacEvoy was 
in very poor condition during the nine 
weeks before the opening of the bids 
and she continued to be in very bad 
health, and I had just learned the 
week before these bids were opened 
that she had an ailment that was very 
serious, and I was very much con- 
cerned and upset about it. 


Q. Did you have a trained nurse 
during all this period. A. Yes. She 
is still there. . 


Q. And it was a week before the ' 
final preparation or final opening of 
these bids that you first learned the 
real nature of the difficulty? А. Yes,

Q. And wasn’t this ailment the 
same ailment that had resulted in the 
loss of your first wife? A. It was, 
yes.. ` 


Q. She was a sister to Mrs. Mac- 
Evoy? A. Yes. 


By Commissioner Raymond:— 


Q. Did you give the amount of dif- 
ference—I don't remember you stated 
it—did you state what the figures 
were in your final figures? You 
simply produced the paper. A. It is 
about $119,000. $826,013. 


Mr. Vanderbilt: -The summary? 
Witness:-—Yes. 


Mr. Vanderbilt. —-A difference of 
$118,199. 


By Mayor Archibald:— 


Q. What did the sheet contain that 
was left out? A. It contained the 
finish of miscellaneous concrete items. 
My estimate sheet which I myself pre- 
pared on the concrete after the item 
of stairs, which was on the last sheet, 
-was beams, metal columns and in- 
terior columns, and was all amount- 
ing to about $80,000—$85,000—апа 
the last item of $32,000 was for the mis- 
cellaneous plant and mixers, and so 
forth, that were required for that con- 
erete construction. 


. Q. АП the overhead was mentioned 
in those sheets, wasn't it? A. Not all 
of it. There is some of it-—the item 
of overhead which is not overhead, 
plant equipment, $32,000.

was calling off the items to you, and 
you checked them, you then had this 
sheet which we will designate as the 
missing sheet before you? А.

these general rules, so hard, rigid and 
fast, should not be applied, and so we 
developed alongside of the common 
law what we.know. as equity. Now, 
one of the earliest, one of the.chief 


heads of relief recognized by equity . 


was mistake, honest mistake, honest 
mistake not attributable to.gross neg- 


ligencé; honest mistake not attributa. 
ble to gross negligence that would: 


result in serious disadvantage. -Now, 
recognizing fully the provisions which 


you have inserted in this proposal: 


covering the subject of mistake, rec- 
ognizing fully the fact that..you have 


provided for a bond in somewhat spe- ` 
cific terms which may be said to cover: 
the subject of mistake, nevertheless 
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our insistment before this commission, 
as it would be before the court with 
the testimony which has been adduced 
before you, brings this case within 
the rule which in equity calls for ju- 
dicial relief. But assume that you de- 
termine that that is not so; assume 
that you said at this moment to the 
MacEvoy Company, “The matter is 
not clear to us. We will send you to 
the court of equity for the purpose 
of having this question of law de- 
termined;” and assume the worst; as- 
sume that the question of law was 
determined adversely to the company, 
revertheless you would have confront- 
ing you the question of what, in sound 
business policy, should by you be done. 


I want to address myself very 
briefly to that question: Was there a 
mistake? Was there an honest mis- 
take? 1 think the testimony that is 
' adduced before you is testimony I 
personally gave some considerable 
attention to before I agreed to appear 
en behalf of the MacEvoy Company, 
and it indicates clearly that a mis- 
take was made, and that an honest 
mistake was made. Let us assume that 
a mistake was made. Let the ques- 
tion be asked Whether it was an honest 
mistake. In that connection you must, 
of course, take into consideration the 
position those who are connected with 


this company have attained in this 


community. So far as the MacEvoy 
Company is concerned not a single 
voice has been raised concerning the 
integrity of those who are its mem- 
bers. Never before in the history of 
that! company has it been compelled 
to apply for relief, although it may 
be that heretofore mistakes not so 
serious as the mistakes here involved 
were made. So we consider the men. 
You have had frankly and fully laid 
before you the manner in which this 
mistake was made. Assuming that 


it is true, is it plausible "upon its 
face? It is a story rendered more 
plausible by reason of the statement 
of the mental stress under which Mr. 
MacEvoy himself labored at the time 
that he was engaged in making up 
these figures. Not only was there a 
mistake, but the mistake was of such . 
a nature that when the bids were 
opened by your Commission suspicion 
should have been excited, the question 
as to whether a mistake had not oc- 
curred, because the difference between 
the amount of this bid and the next 
lowest bid, taking into account the 
total for the work, was so great that 
it should of itself aroused question 
in the minds of the Commission as it 
did in the mind of this contractor. 
Then again you have the fact that 
the three next bids were ёоѕе, and 
you also have the fact that if you 
take into account the mistake that was 
made, add the sum that was omitted 
to the sum of the bid that would bring 
the sum—the sum at which the bid 
should have stated—within the realm 
of the other. 'The whole record be- 
fore you shows that was a mistake. 
Again we say that that mistake was 
an honest one. You might say, “Can’t 
we say that that mistake was due 
under those circumstances to gross 
negligence?" "There might be a seri- 
ous question as to that. If the dif- 
ference which in your judgment could' 
readily be absorbed in the profits that 
might raise another question, but I 
think no one will say under those cir- 
eumstances that the difference is one 
that. may be absorbed. No one will 
say that the result of holding the bid- 
der to his bid will not be a serious 
loss to him. Now, is there anything 
in sound business policy requiring, 
under those circumstances, the hold- 
ing of the bidder to his bid, this loss 
inflicted upon him, when the reliev-: 
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ing him of his bid does not result in 
any loss of any kind to the city? 
Surely, the city does rot want its 
work done under those circumstances 
at the cost of the bidder. If this mis- 
iake had been discovered in the prog- 
ress of the work, complications had 
arisen, a whole different situation 
would have been involved. This is 
not the only case in which mistakes 
have been made. This is not the only 
case in which, the mistake being 
established as an honest mistake, re- 
lief has been afforded. In my connec- 
tion with the Board of Education I 
found many instances in which bid- 
ders, reputable business men of the 
city, having made their bids discovered 
that a mistake had entered into the 
bid, and when we found that an honest 
mistake was established, and found 
that the sum was a sum that could not 
be readily absorbed, we have relieved 
the bidder. We thought that sound 
business policy required that, that in 
the end we would get better results, 
that more bids would be received, that 
we established the policy of fairness 
rather than a policy which held the 
bidder simply to the strict rules of 
law, ignoring consideration of equity 
altogether. As far as this bidder is 
concerned, of course, any expense to 
which the city has been put as the 
result of this thing, or will be, actual 
expense, we stand ready to meet; 
we stand ready to put the city back 
where it was when the city solicited 
these bids and when this mistake oc- 
curred. But my submission is that 
sound business policy should not re- 
quire the penalizing of this man by 
insistence upon his abidance by this 
bid. To insist. upon abidance by this 
bid is to employ an unsound business 
method, a method that will resolve in 
lessening bids, a method that will re- 
solve in creating in the bidder a spirit 
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of equity and fairness as between the 
city as owner and contractor. A situ- 
ation like this has rot before existed. 


I respectfully submit that there has 
been a mistake; that the mistake was 
an horest mistake; that it was not at- 
tributable to gross negligence; that 
the amount cf the mistake is so great 


that it cannot be absorbed in the sum 


of this bid; that the very circum- 
stances attending upon the making of 
the bid were such as to raise the ques- 
tion as to whether a mistake had not 
been made, and that the present situ- 
ation is one in which the city can now 
be restored to the position which it 
occupied at the time when it solicited 
these bids; that by relieving the bid- 
der from the awàrd made to him no 
ill consequences to the city can follow, 
and that by insisting upon his abiding 
by the bid ill consequences to him will 
follow, the infliction of which will not 
be justified in the application of sound 
business principles in the conduct of 
the affairs of the City of Newark. 


Commissicner Raymond:—I suppose 
Commissioner Gillen should give his 
views as the head of the department. I 
would like to hear what he has to say. 


Commissioner Gillen:—I have 
given considerable time and thought 
and study to this matter  bc- 


cause it was in my department, be- 
cause it was referred to me by the 
Board. After Mr. MacEvoy made his 
application to be reileved I talked with 
several contractors and І have dis- 
cussed the matter extensively with 
the two architects who have the con- 
tract in charge for the city, and they 
are all of the opinion that Mr. Mac- 
Evoy made an honest mistake. They 
feel that it is impossible for him to 
go on with this contract at that price 
without suffering a very serious loss. 


Now, the question, it seems to me, for 
the Board to determine, is the ques- 
tion of policy. I do-not believe there 
is any question about our legal power 
to settle this matter as a Board. ‘It 
seems to me, after giving it very care- 
ful study and thought, that there are 
only two courses which we can with 
safety to ourselves pursue. It is a 
' big contract. There is always a lot 
of talk and rumor about these big pub- 
lie contracts, and this Board, of 
course, must be-in a position to keep 
away from itself anything that might 
seem to be in the least bit suspicious. 
If Mr. MacEvoy made this mistake, 
and I honestly believe he made it, I 
honestly believe he made an honest 
mistake, there are, to my mind, only 
two things for this Board to do with- 
out bringing down upon itself con- 
demnation and suspicions. If the 
Board feels that he has made an 
honest mistake, there is absolutely one 
thing for it to do in'my opinion, and 
that is to throw out all the bids, which 
it has the right to do under the plans 
and specifications, and readvertise for 
new bids. That makes a clean sweep 
of it and it prevents litigation and de- 
lay. It the Board, of course, on the 
other hand, is not satisfied that Mr. 
MacEvoy made an honest mistake, it 
has the power, I presume, to go ahead 
and force him to carry out his con- 
tract, unless he appeals to the Court 
of Chancery, which I understand he 
has the right to do. If we force him 
to carry out his contract, if the ma- 
jority of this Board feels that he did 
not make an honest mistake, and that 
he should be forced to carry out his 
- contract. It has been said that Mr. Mac- 
Evoy and his counsel will go into the 
Court of Chancery. That will create 
considerable delay. I am opposed to 
anything that will create any consid- 
erable delay in carrying out this con- 
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tract, because it is a big job and 
there are a good many people out of 
work, and I would like to see it go on 
as soon as possible, in order to. give 
employment to a lot of people who 
are out of employment at the pres- 
ent time. He could go into Chancery 
if you force him to carry out this 
contract, and-that would involve de- 
lay, of course. On the other hand, 
if we should ‘relieve him and award 
the contract to the next lowest bid- 
der, it seems to me that that would 
put this Board in a very bad light 
before the people of Newark. There 
is a difference there of $114,000 be- 
tween Mr. MacEvoy's bid and the bid 
of the American Conerete Steel Com- 
pany. There are a great many peo- 
ple ready to criticise anything that 
may be done in connection with the 
settlement of a matter of this char- 
acter, but if we were to award the 
contract to the next lowest bidder we 
would certainly put ourselves in a 
very serious light before the public. 
We might be accused of participating 
in the distribution of $114,000, which 
is а considerable sum in these days; 
even, and of course we do rot want 
to be put in that position at all, so far 
as my judgment goes. I believe, Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen, and my recom- 
mendation is that Mr. MacEvoy made 
a very serious blunder. or mistake in 
calculating his final figures on this 
contract, and that if he has done so 
there is only one proper, decent and 
honorable thing for this Board to do, 
and the only businesslike thing for 
the Board to-do is to throw out all 
the bids and readvertise for bids. 


Commissioner Brennan:—I would 
like to ask the corporation counsel, 
has the Commission the right at this 
time to throw out all the bids after 
having formally, by resolution, award- 


ed the contract to one of the bidders 
in this case, the MacEvoy concern? 


-Mr. Congleton:—In reply to your 
question, Mr. Commissioner, I think 
Mr. Sommer, as I understand the law, 
has correctly expressed it as defined 
by the courts of our state and also 
by the United States Supreme Court. 
There are certain factors which are 
matters of fact which must be de- 
termined by you gentlemen sitting as 
a Board of Commissioners, and they 
are that you must be satisfied that 
there has been a mistake made, that 
it was an honest mistake, that it is of 
a serious, or, perhaps, ruinous na- 
ture to the contractor making the mis- 
take. in that case the courts have 
held, in a few cases—I have only been 
able to find a very few cases, Y only 
found one in this state and 1 only 
found a few in other states that have 
gone to the courts where this ques- 
tion has been raised. The courts 
have said, as I read the opinion, that 
the. honest mistake, having. been 
proven, even though you may have 
awarded the contract, that there is, 
in fact, no contract because there has 
been no meeting of the minds of the 
parties. In this case, for instance, Mr. 
MacEvoy did not intend as the courts 
say to make a figure of $707,000, but 
intended to bid’ $826,000. If you are 
satisfied of those.facts and the other 
facts that go in a ease of this kind, 
then it is a question which, in my 
opinion, this Board has the right to 
settle and can relieve the contractor 
from such a situation. 


Commissioner Raymond:—Are we 
obliged to adjudieate these things? 
Would we be obliged to adjudicate 
them as a private individual? : 


Mr. Congleton:—In the first instance 
I think you have got to take some 
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action. J think that you must, for 
instance, either determine that you 
will relieve the MacEvoy Company 
from its bid or else you must tender, 
or the law department must tender, 
the contract to him, and officially noti- 
fy the MacEvoy Company that the 
contract is ready-for execution. I 
have not notified them te attend at the 
office, although it is ready for execu- 
tion. 


Commissioner Raymond:—We stand 
in the same relation to Mr. MacEvoy 
that:a private individual would. 


Mr. Mayor, I want to say a word 
or two. Of course, I would like to 
have it taken for granted that per- 
sonally I should like to meet Mr. Mac- 
Evoy officially, and that I have deep 
sympathy in the trouble that he has 
had, and if I could help him out I 
would be very pleased to do it. I am 
always pleased to do what I can. Т 
don't know, if it were my personal 
matter, I might become generous and 
think that it were my duty to pay 


. Mr. MacEvoy $118,000 more than he 


had bid to me. I don't know whether 
I would do that or not, if I were in- 
dividually doing this matter, or if this 
were my private concern. I don't 
know whether an individual person 
would do it, but I am not an individual, 
and my personal preferences are not 
of any moment here, as I see it. I 
am confronted, to say the least, with 
а very embarrasing situation for a 
publie official, and I think we all are, 
and we have listened to the state- 
ment that Mr. MacEvoy has made. I 
am not going to try in any way to 
adjudicate whether Mr. MacEvoy has 
made a mistake which would entitle 
him to relie£ in equity from the bur- 
den of this contract. I think the 
courts exist for the purpose of de- 
ciding these cases, especially where 


they involve such large sums of 
money and where the taxpayers are 
to pay it; but there is this in my mind: 
of course, I know that Mr. MacEvoy 
‘is held in high repute in the com- 
munity, and I in no way reflect uport 
his integrity or honor, but it does 
seems to me that à mistake of $118,- 
000 or nearly a sixth of the entire 
contract price, is a very large amount 
to have overlooked in making up this 
bid, and it does seem to me that a 
very slight degree of care would have 
revealed to him or his concern, who 
are used to making contracts in large 
amounts and who have done a good 
deal of work on building contracts, it 
does seem io me that slight care 
would have revealed that the figures, 
$707,814, did not include many im- 
portant items wbich could hardly es- 
cape the notice of a careful business 
man. Now, whether a court here will 
say that that is not gross negligence 
—and, of course, I cannot predict— 
but were his case stronger than it is, 
were I satisfied that this would be 
ruinous, which I am not satisfied of 
in any way, I should still take this 
position, that the taxpayers are en- 
titled to the performance of this con- 
tract, so far as I am concerned; that 
for me, in a case like this, to relieve 
him would open the doors in every 
case, so that I should have to consider 
and relieve possibly every bidder on 
every important contract. While in 
this case I have no question of any 
improper relations between Mr. Mac- 
Evoy and others, such improper rela- 
tions are quite conceivable in the aver- 
age contract; it is quite conceivable 
that a lowest bidder and the next 
highest bidder could get together and 
make a very satisfactory arrangement 
with each other at the expense of the 
taxpayers, if city officials such as I 
am, charged with the duty of my of- 
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fice, could relieve him of his contract, 
ard, therefore, I am constrained to 
vote one way, and that is to award 
the contract to the MacEvoy Company, 
and that the law department tender 
the contract to Mr. MacEvoy, and I 
make that motion. 


Commissioner Gillen:—Did you ever 
relieve a person of his contract? 


Commissioner Raymond:—No, sir. 


Commissioner Gillen:—Didn’t you 
relieve a contractor somewhere down 
on Railroad avenue? 


Commissioner Raymond:—I have 
never relieved a bidder. 


Commissioner Gillen:—Wasn’t the 
McDermitt Company let out on a con- 
tract? - 


Commissioner Raymond:—I don’t 
know; I don’t think so; certainly not 
on the ground that there was a mis- 
take. If they were let out I don’t 
know on what grounds they were let 
out. 


Commissioner Gillen:—You don’t 
know of any low bidder on pavement 
being let out? 


Commissioner Raymond: — Not 
where the low bidder was able to per- 
form. We have let out low bidders 
where we thought the bidder could not 
perform. We always have. One of 
the first rules is to award it to the 
lowest bidder who is able to perform. 
There has been nothing shown here 
that Mr. MacEvoy is not able to per- 
form. Certainly in a case of a con- 
tract where а man cannot perform it 
it would not be policy to give it to 
him. We have adopted the further 
policy that we are going to throw out 
low bidders where he has not done 
good work. There is a contractor who 


has done very poor work and eaused 
a lot of trouble, and he certainly will 
not get a contract again even though 
he is the lowest bidder. 


Mayor Archibald:—What is our 
standing with the other bidders if this 
contract is thrown out? 


Mr. Congleton:—That is a question 
of policy for this Board to decide. 
You could readvertise for bids. It is 
possible that under the law you have 
the right to award the contract to the 
next lowest bidder. I think it is all 
a question of policy. 


Commissioner Raymond:—I agree 
with Commissioner Gillen that that is 
an impossible thing to do. 


Mayor Archibald:—How about sep- 
arate contracts on work of certain 
classes? 


Mr. Congleton:—Of course, if at the 
same time a contract was awarded to 
the MacEvoy Company we received 
bids on three other classes of work, 
we would have to stand on those con- 
tracts, but I may say that those par- 
ties have not requested to be relieved, 
and, as I take it, they are binding 
contracts upon the city. 


Commissioner Brenngn:— Will they 
be still binding in the event of receiv- 
ing bids and executing another con- 
tract? 


' Mr. Congleton:—Absolutely, in my 
judgment. ` 


Мауот Archibald :—The other con- 
tracts would be binding ? 


Mr. Congleton:—Yes, it is a binding 
contract, and if we saw fit for any 
reason to take away those contracts T 
believe that each of them would be en- 
titled from the city to his profit on 


that contract which he would have 
made had he been permitted to per- 
form it. I will say this, however, the 
other contractors, have attended at my 
office and are ready to sign their con- 
tracts. I have not tendered the con- 
tracts to thern for signature. I have 
explained the situation to them, just 
as I have here this morning, but I have 
taken the precaution to say to them, 
and have said to them, to those who 
have attended at the office, that at the 
time of the execution of the contrast 
I would request from them a writing 
that they would not claim damages 
from the city by reason of any delay 
in tendering them the building to go 
ahead with their work, and in each 
instance they have signified a will- 
ingness to give me such a writing. 


Commissioner  Brennan:—In the 
event of this Commission relieving the. 
MacEvoy concern because of the feel- 
ing that an honest mistake has been 
made, should that mistake not have 
occurred, would not the next lowest 
bidder be entitled to the contract on 
the initial opening of the bids? 


Mr. Congleton:—If the MacEvoy bid 
had been $826,000 the contract would 
not have been awarded to them but 
to another concern. 


Commissioner Brennan:—In the 
event of this Commission relieving 
the MacEvoy concern because of its 
belief that an honest mistake has been 
made, would it tie the Commission to 
the next lowest bidder? 


Mr. Congleton:—If you had had a 
suspicion you could have thrown out 
all of the bids that morning. 


Commissioner Brennan:—I under- 
Stand that, but after it had been 
awarded and this Commission decides 
that Mr. MacEvoy has not shown 
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that an honest mistake has been 
made, and it desires to relieve that 
concern, would it be legal to give the 
contract to the next lowest bidder? 


Mr. Congleton:—You mean, would 
you be compelled to? 


Commissioner Brennan:—Would it 
be legal to do so? 


Mr. Congleton:—I feel it is a mat- 
ter of policy, and the Board could do 
it if it saw fit. There is no obliga- 
tion to do it if you do not desire to. 


Commissioner Gillen:—The Board 
ean reject any and all bids. 


Commissioner Brennan:—Would the 
fact that the Commission accepted a 
bid and by resolution at a regular 
meeting authorized the city clerk and 
director of the department to enter 
into the contract with them, on his 
recommendation would that relieve it 
of any legal responsibility, providing 
it now admits the claim made by the 
MacEvoy concern that an honest mis- 
take has been made and that he should 
be relieved? 


Mr. Congleton:—You mean with 
respect to the next lowest bidder? 


Commissioner Brennan:—Yes. 


Mr. Congleton:—I think they have 
no claim on the city to have the con- 
tract awarded to them, if you do not 
desire to do so. 


Mr. Porter: —May І ask just one 
question ? 


Mayor Archibald:—Yes. 


Mr. Porter:—I represent the Amer- 
ican Concrete Steel Company, and 
while I do not consider that this is the 
proper time to present the argument 
in behalf of the American Concrete 
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Steel Company, at the same time f 
wish it to be understood that at the 
proper time I will present my rea- 
sons in controversion of the apparent 
sentiment of the Committee in re- 
gard to the rights of the American 
Concrete Steel Company. I do not 
think that it has come to that point 
because Mr. MacEvoy has not refused. 
to perform the contract, if awarded. 


Commissioner Raymond:—As I un- 
derstand it, we could change our minds 
after we have called for bids, and we 
could reject all the. bids. We are 
urder no obligation to accept bids. 


Mayor Archibald:—After the con- 
tract has been awarded by the Com- 
mission I think we are in entirely a 
different position than we were be- 
fore. 


Commisioner Gillen: — Why 
wouldn't we still have the right to re- 
ject? 


- Mr. Congleton:— There is only one 
party, as I see it, that has any stand- 
ing at this stage of the proceeding 
before the Board, and that is the Mac- 
Evoy Company. If you relieve Mr. 
MacEvoy from his contract there is 
nothing then before the Board. You 
ean start all over new again if you see 
fit, in my judgment. 


Commissioner Gillen: — All the 
other bids have been virtually returned 
and checks returned that day, and all 
that sort of business. 


Commissioner Raymond:— Yes, that 
is right. 

Mayor Archibald:—It is rather dif- 
ficult for the layman to get technical- 
ities of this sort. There are only two 
questions here, either throw them all 
out or let them go to the Court of 
Chancery. 


Is there a motion before us?

Commissioner Gillen:—I oppose 
that motion for the reasons I have al- 
ready stated. It seems to me that 
‘after all it is a business matter that 
comes strictly within the province of 
the Board to settle it, just as any 
other of the numerous contracts and 
other business matters that come be- 
fore this Board to be settled. It is a 
question of policy. No matter who 
settles it, it has to be regarded in that 
light. If we are satisfied that the 
MacEvoy Company made this error 
we should grant this application 
Why throw the whole thing into the 
courts and into litigation and create 
delay? Why not throw out the whole 
business? Clean the slate off and 
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everybody can come in and offer a bid 
again on it? 


Commissioner Raymond:-—Maybe it 
will not go before the court. 


Commissioner Gillen:—You see, if 
you are going to penalize MacEvoy 
by giving him the contract, if it is 
your idea to throw him into court, you 
are penalizing him. He doesn’t know 
what the outcome of any litigation 
might be. Of course, that is his busi- 
ness. Perhaps it is. We are not his 
caretakers, but at the same time it is 
going to create delay on this contract, 
and it is a contract that the Board 
has within its jurisdiction to settle, 
and I think the Board should keep it 
there. I think the Board is capable 
of handling it and of settling it in a 
manner that would be fair and equit- 
able to the citizens of Newark and 
to the contractor and to every other 
person concerned in it. I am heartily 
opposed to rushing into litigation, and 
I presume that is the way it will go 
if you force this contract on MacEvoy. 


Mr. Sommer:—May I be pardoned 
for one moment to say just one word? 
The point about it is this: I said I 
didn't desire to discuss the legal ques- 
tion, nor do І, but I do want to call 
the Board's attention before it votes 
to the manner in which these specifi- 
cations are presented. I understand 
the difficulty of getting up specifica- 
tions of this kind, but if you will turn 
to the very first page you will find that 
the specifications are incomplete, for 
notice this language: “Parties mak- 
ing bids will be held to have accepted 
the drawing and conditions in the ad- 
vertisements of bids.” As to that 
there can be no question. I am read- 
ing from page 1. No formal drawing, 
no formal bond, was submitted in con- 
nection with these specifications.

Dear Mayor:— 


I am addressing you in respect tò 
the question of the trunk sewer seek- 
ing your co-operation in an effort to 
hurry the work to completion so that 
we may obtain the resultant benefits 
that must accrue when same is put 
into operation. - 


I have written a letter to the Pas- 
saic Valley Sewerage Commission ask- 
ing for information as to when we 
can hope the sewer will be put into 
operation. 
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The citizens of Passaic are anxi- 
ously awaiting the time when they 
will receive some return for the vast 
amount of money that has been ex- 
pended by the Passaic Valley Sewer- 
age Commission, a goodly portion of 
which was paid by them as well as 
by the citizens of Newark. 


It seems to me that it is the duty 
of the representatives of every com- 
munity to take a lively interest in 
this matter, and proceed to hurry the 
thing along, and to that end I thought 
I would write to you as I have other 
mayors and bring the matter to an 
issue.

Commissioner Raymond:—I would 
like to say with reference to that 
'that we had, as you know, a Commit- 
tee of Engineers make a report upon 
the whole matter and their conclusion 
was that within about two years the 
sewer would be completed so that 
the sewerage can be discharged at the 
outfall at Newark Bay after purifica- 
tion plants were installed and I be- 
lieve with the present sediment tanks 
for the purpose of purifying it to a 
certain extent, it can then be dis- 
charged into the bay without injury 
to anybody, and that is the thing I 
think Newark ought to press. If that 
is done we could have the use of that 
sewer within two years and all of the 
advantages from the millions of dol- 
lars with other expenditures. I gather 
in talking with some officers of the 
Passaic "Valley Sewer Commission 
they are also friendly toward that 
view. I think the thing for us to do 
as a Commission is to do all that 
we can to push that idea forward. 
I might say this in addition that they 


have suspended all work on the bay 
and are devoting all their time to the 
inland sewer to bring it up to outfall 
in the bay. 


Commissioner Gillen:—The general 
impression is the whole thing has been. 
mismanaged. There has been unusual 
and unwarranted delay and many sec- 
tions of the sewer should have been 
completed before this. I looks to me 
when you embrace the number of 
years this has been going on, it cer- 
tainly should have been completed 
long ago. The engineers have prom- 
ised for the last five years to complete 
it in a year and I remember when I 
was on the Board of Works they said 
they would have the sewer in opera- 
tion within a year and then we re- 
ceived one or two promises that it 
would be completed in two years. I 
think the municipalities through Com- 
missioner Raymond ought to get to- 
gether and arrange a conference with 
their own City Engineers to look into 
the work of the Sewerage Commis- 
sion and find out what progress has 
been made and when we may expect 
its completion.
